BOOM FOR THIRD TERM 
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President Announces That He 
Will Not Again Be a 
Candidate, 


ADHERES TO DECISION 
HE ANNOUNCED IN 1904 


It Is a Wise Custom Which Limits 
the President to Two Terms, 
Says Roosevelt, and Under 
No Circumstances Will He 
Again Accept the 
Nomination. 


Washington, Deéember 1!.—President 
Roosevelt will not be a candidate for 
third term. <All doubt on this point 
was tonight dispelled by the authori- 
tative statement from the white house 
. tonight that Mr. Roosevelt still adheres 
to the declaration of renunciation made 
on the night of the election three years 
ago. In the statement issued tonight 
President Roosevelt says he has not 
changed, and shall not change, the 
decision communicated to the American 
people in 1904. 

It appears that President Roosevelt 
has been awaiting the call for the re- 
publican national convention to afford 
the proper opportunity for making his 
position clear and unmistakable, thus 
leaving the field clear for Fairbanks, 
Taft, Cannon, Knox, Foraker and oth- 
ers declared or receptive candidates for 
the republican nomination. The pres- 
ident’s statement follows: 

“On the night after election, I made 
the following announcement: 

“‘T-am deeply sensible of the honor 
done me by the American people in 
thus expressing their confidence in 
what I have done and have tried to 
do. I appreciate to the full the solemn 
responsibllity this confidence imposes 
on me, and I shall do all that is in my 
power not to forfeit it. On the 4th of 
March, next, I shall have served three 
and a! half years, and.this three and a 
half years congtitu titute my first term, The 
wite-oustom Which mits the president 
“to two terms -regards thé” stibstance 
and not the form, and under no circum- 
stances will I be a candidate for @ ac- 
cept another nomination.’ 

“I have not changed, and shall got 
change the decision thus announced,” 

Roosevelt Definitely Eliminated. 


The announcement that the president( 


would not accept the republican nom- 
ination, if tendered, came at too late 
an hour to become generally Known in 
political circles, but among those who 
learned of it—democrats and republicans 
alike—the feeling was gencfa] that jt left 
no element of doubt in ine presidential 
situation. so far as relates to the third- 
term talk, and that it definitely elimin- 
ates Mr. Roosevelt from the contest.

velt. When it is made known that 
President Roosevelt will not run, they 
are to be delivered into the hands of 
Secretary Cortelyou. 

By this plan delegations which could 
lnot be elected as original Cortelyou 
men are finally to be controlled by 
him. The president is friendly to Tatt 
who embodies more fully his own prin- 
‘ciples and is pledged to carry out his 
politics, He will give to his can- 
didacy such assistance as seems to him 
i} meet and proper.

‘The choice of lo- 
cation seems to lie between Chicago, 
Louisville’ and Denver, with Cleveland, 
also, in the running. Kansas City and 
St. Louis seem to be out of it. 

Bryan is just as much the nominee 
of the democratic party for the next 
race as though the convention had fin- 
ished its work. The declaration of 
President Roosevelt this evening reiter- 
ating his election night pledge that he 
would not be a candidate for a third 
term, has wonderfully inspired the na- 
tional committeemen who are tonight 
discussing the outlook. Many of them 
have expressed the belief that the pres- 
ident, handicapped by the third term 
millstone, would prove an easy victory

Strong Delegation From Luuisville. 

Louisville also was represented by a 
strong delegation, headed by .Senator 
McCreary and Representative Shirley, 
and at a late hour indications were fa- 
vorable to that city. 

The -delegates named no final sum, 
but said they were prepared to offer 
the best convention hall in the coun- 
try, and expected to pay all the ex- 
penses of the convention if it should 
go to their city. One objection to 
Louisville was on the score of hotel ac- 
commodations, but the delegates pro- 
tested that they had been very much 
improved in recent years, and that 
there could be no doubt the people of 
that city would be able to entertain 
the convention in good style. 

The distance of Denver from the cen- 
ter of population was the principal ob- 
jection to that city, and this probably 
will overbaiance the inducement which 
the big sum offered constitutes. 

The outlook tonight is, therefore, fa- 
vorable to Louisville, if that city gives 
sufficient assurance to the committee 
tomorrow that it can take care of the 
convention and will pay all the ex- 
penses. 

No Fight for Clevcland.,. 

Mayor Tom Johnson, of Cleveland, is 
making no real effort in the interest of 
that city, because of its inadequate 
hotel accommodations. 

Mr. Antremont, who. will represent 
Minnesota in the committee meeting, 
will vote for St. Paul, but, as no or- 
gdhized effort has been made to secure 
the convention for that city, he has no 
hope of success.

In the Labor Trouble at the 
Goldfield Camp, 


HE SENDS A _ COMMISSION 


President Orders Murray, Neill and 
Smith to Go to Goldfield and 
Make Thorough Inquiry Into 
Conditions Existing at 
the Mining Camp. 


Washington, D. C., December 1!.—As- 
sistant Secretary Murray of the depart- 
ment of commerce and labor; Charles 
P. Neill, commissioner of labor, and 
Herbert Knox Smith, commissioner of 
corporations, left Washington this aft- 
ernoon for Goldfield, Nev., to make 4 
thorough investigation of the trouble be- 
tween the miners and mine operatives 
at that place. 

Roosevelt Wants to Know. 

President Roosevelt is anxious to as- 
certain the exact conditions existing at 
Goldfield. He has given to the commis- 
sion a letter of instrucrrons, which is 
very broad in its character and will en- 
able the commission to make any such 
investigation into affairs at Goldfield as 
it may -determine upon. The members 
of the commission are directed to pro- 
ceed immediately to Goldfield and to 
make an injuiry into affairs as they 
exist there and report tu nim personally. 
The letter also directs all civil and mil- 
itary authorities to furnish the commis- 
sion with any information bearing upon 
the. situation that they may possess. 

The following instructions were sent 
to the commanding officer of the troops 
now at Goldfield today by order of the 
president: 

“The troops are not sent to take the 
part of either side in a purely industrial 
dispute, as long as it is kept within the 
bounds of law and order. They are to 
be neither for nor against the strikers 
or the employers. They are to prevent 
riot, violence and disorder, under and 
in accordance with the constitution and 
the laws of the land. No man is to be 
interfered with as long as he conducts 
himself in a peaceful and orderly man- 
ner.”’

A domestic corporation found fixing 
the price of any article would, by his 
bill, he said, have its charter forfeited 
and a foreign corporation guilty of such 
an act would not be allowed to do bus- 
iness in the United States. 

Trast Evil a Cancerous Sore, 

“The trust evil,” said Senator Davis, 
‘is a cancerous sore upon the body pol- 
itic just as upon the human body. The 
only remedy, the only successful treat- 
ment is the surgeon's knife. Cut it 
out by the root, destroy the virus be- 
fore the whole body politic is affected 
and destroyed,” 

Congress should not hesitate in its 
work of destroying the trusts because 
of any fear of unsettling business, he 
continued. He spoke of the Sherman 
anti-trust law. ‘“Has it proven effec- 
tive?” the asked. “Has it destroyed a 
single trust? Under its operation have 
they not grown strong, defiant and ar- 
rogant? Almost for seventeen years 
the Sherman anti-trust law has been 
upon our statute books, more than four 
times as long as It took the north to 
wear out the south upon the bloody 
fields of battle. Nearly seven years of 
Mr. Roosevelt’s strenuous term has 
passed with all the machinery of the 
government at his back, with the great 
power of the chief executive in hls 
hands, yet, I ask, will some republican 
senator upon this floor tell me one trust 
that he has even tamed, much less de- 
stroyed. 

“Ah, Mr. President, it was stated by 
the metropolitan press before I entered 
this august body, flippantly, too, that 
before I had been in the senate six 
months the trust magnates would have 
me feeding out of their hands.

The possible effect of this discovery 
upon the trade in jewelry and precious 
stones can be readily inferred. Radium 
is as yet one of the rarest and most 
precious substances known to science, 
but the duration of its powers is prac- 
tically unlimited, and since | milligram 
(0.0154 grain) of radium is sufficient to 
convert several corundum crystals into 
precious stones within the space of a 
month, and since this process may be 
repeated indefinitely with the same 
speck of radium, it is naturally, though 
perhaps prematurely, assumed that this 
latest discovery may have an impor- 
tant industrial value and lead to se- 
rious modifications in the commercial 
prices of certain precious stones. Pro- 
fessor Bordas, however, regards his dis- 
covery as a mere laboratory experiment 


and disclaims any intention to secure 
for it a commercial value. 


If Professor Bordas doesn’t turn his} 
discovery to account, it is needless to 
Say someone else will—provided they 
can get hold of the radium. 

At the present prohibitive prices of 
the latter product, of which there is 
not yet a full ounce in existence in its 
free stafe, it is not likely that there 
will be any active competition in the 
manufacture of rubies and emeralds 
for some time to come. 

This latest discovery, however, will 
undoubtedly spur the efforts toward 
getting more of the philosopher’s stone 
out of the hidden recesses of earth, 
whence it almost defies extraction.

‘Fined $1,000 and !2 months in the 
chaingang in each of five cases for seli- 
ing Mquor illegally, S. H, Dean, 68 years 
or age, a one-legged confederate vet- 
eran, ill and enfeebled by disease and 
age, S. H. Dean, of Fannin county, has 
filed a petition for pardon with the 
prison commission, through his attor- 
ney, Representative Willlam Butt. 

Mr. Dean lost his limb tn the confed- 
erate service. He was tried before 
i Judge George F. Gober, at the October 
term of Fannin county superior court, 
and plead guilty to the charges. The 
heavy fines were then placed on him. 

Since his conviction Mr. Dean has been 
in the Blue Ridge jail too feeble to 
work. He asks for a pardon, setting 
up that he has $250, which he is willing 
to pay to secure his.freedom.

BAD VINEGARS 
MUST VAMOOSE 


Twenty- Three Georgia Grocers 
Charged With Selling Im- 
pure Article. 


Vinegars made out of acids and chem-e 
icals must go. 

Commissioner of Agriculture T. G. 
Hudson has issued summons to twenty- 
three retail grocers of Atlanta, Macon, 
Savannah and Brunswick, who are 
charged with selling adulterated and 
misbranded vinegars. 

State Food Inspector P. A. Methvin 
has been busy recently. He has pair- 
chased samples of vinegar from thirty- 
three grocers in the cities named. 
These samples were brought to State 
Chemist McCandless, who made the 
analysis. Not a trace of apple vinegar 
was found in twenty-three of the thir- 
ty-three samples tested. 

In his report to the commission, Dr. 
McCandless says that the vinegars re- 
ported’ contained acids injurious to 
health. One apple grower has written 
the department that these adulterations 
have practically driven apple vinegar 
out of the market and have done serious 
injury to the apple-raising industry. 
Good apple vinegar cannot be made 
profitably for less than 25 cents per 
gallon, 

These acid vinegars cost 3 to 4 cents 
per gallon, are sold to the trade for 10 
cents and retail at 25 to 40 cents per 
gallon. One man, when he discovered 
the purpose in purchasing the sample 
admitted that he had adulterated his 
vinegars. Dr. McCandless advocates 
driving out these spurious vinegars, as 
being not only conducive to health, but 
as a means of fostering Me apple indus- 
try of the state.

WHOLE DAY ON THE HEARING 


Independent Compressers Claim the 
Atlantic Company Is a Truast 
Owned by the Railroads—An- 
swer for Roads by J. 
Randolph Anderson. 


All of Wednesday was consumed by. 
the railroad commission in hearing 
arguments in the petition brought by 


‘Judge John S. Candler, as attorney for 
the 


independent compress companies, 
asking that the rates for compressing 
cotton be restored to !0 cents per one 
hundred pounds, or about 50 cents per 
bale. 

The audience room of the commission 
Was packed at both the morning and 
afternoon sessions with prominent rail- 
road men representing all of the large 
lines, and attorneys for the several in- 
terests. 

The independent companies interested 
in the petition are the Toccoa, Elber- 
ton, Union Compress and Warehouse, 
Riverside and Covington companies. It 
is alleged that the Atlantic Compress 
Company is a monopoly, composed of a 
number of compresses, and owned by 
the railroads. It ig charged that the 
trust companies lowered the rate some 
years ago from 10 to 121-2 cents per 
hundred to 6 to 7 |-2 cents per hundred. 
Further, that through special charges 
allowed to them, and denied the inde- 
pendents, the Atlantic has practically 
the old rate of 10 cents. Later this 
charge in the petition was withdrawn, 
as it was shown that the _ special 
charges referred to were in reality 
warehouse and _ storage charges in 
warerooms owned especially by the 
roads. 

The answer of all the roads was em- 
braced in the paper submitted by J. 
Randolph Anderson, of Savannah, at- 
torney for the Seaboard. It was charg- 
ed in this answer that the independent 
companies were practically owned, 
controlled or leased by persons who are 
themselves engaged in the business of 
buying and shipping cotton and util- 
izing the compresses in connection 
with that business, 

Denial is made of the statement that 
any more is paid by the roads to the 
Atlantic Compress Company than al- 
lowed the independent companies. It 
is set up that the railroads own and 
operate compresses purely as an aco- 
nomic question, to economize on. car 
space. It is contended that the current 
rates are just, fair and reasonable 
compensation to the compresses. 

Mr. Akers, of the Inman, Akers & 
Inman company, was on the stand a 
good portion of the time. His testi- 
mony dealt mainly with the questions 
of handling cotton. The independent 
people, in addition to asking for an 
increase in the rate, also ask for a rule 
compelling the common carriers to com- 
press all long-haul cotton. 

The Atlantic compress compantes 
were represented by. John D. Little. 
The commission will render a decision 
in the matter later.

Under her leadership there 
doubt an organization of women writers 
would have every inspiration to work 
hard, develop their special talents, 
whatever they might be, and live up to 
the standards of a profession standing 
for as‘ much as journalism does. Al- 
though chairs and classes in journalism 
are being established in institutions of 
learning for women, as well as those 
for men, graduates in journalism are 
not yet so numerous among men or 
women as to make the holding of a 
diploma the requirement in organiza- 
tions of women journalists. The dip- 
loma accompanying the application for 
position on a daily publication is not 
yet a required factor, so that merit as 
yet must govern the requisite qualities 
for membership in organizations of 
standing. 

If merit did constitute eligibility and 
Was strictly held to the many so-called 
press organizations might be more 
mutually beneficial. 

As it is, many of them are burdened 
with a membership composed of people 
who were never known to be identified 
with the press until they joined the 
press organizations. Then when these 
organizations hold their annual meet- 
ing, these would-be journalists read 
Papers and deliver addresses on “The 
Purity of the Press,” “How Different 
Departments of a Paper Should be Op- 
erated,’’ and the “Ethics of the Profes- 
sion."’ When these papers are handed 
to the press people whose ability and 
industry have won for them positions 
On papers, the latter are convulsed 
with laughter, and long to see the 
theorists who write them given the op- 
portunity to do a little active journal- 
ism. 

A well-known New York editor was 
asked once by a young woman just 
what class of literature he would ad- 
vise her to pursue in order to become a 
good newspaper woman. His reply was, 
“The newspapers. Post yourself,” he 
said, “about what is going on around 
you and learn to distinguish between 
that which interests you pérsonally and 
that which is apt to interest people in 
general. 

“Equip yourself to be a good report- 
er,”” he continued. ‘‘When I say a good 
reporter I do not mean a mere gathering 
of facts, but an intelligent presentation 
of them. 

“A woman can not adequately report 
@ lecture of Literary note uniess she 
knows something herself of the theme 
under discussion. She may be a stenog- 
rapher and reproduce the _ discourse 
verbatim, but people nowadays do not 
care to read two columns of matter in 
the daily paper about one theme. 

“They desire rather an epitome of 
the discourse, and the dominant thought 
and pitch of it.

“The problems of public life and pub- 
lic interests should be studied by men 
and women ambitious of journalistic 
achievement, and those who have no 
taste for such matters have little op- 
portunity for advancement in active 
journalism.”’

It is clear that a specu- 
lative party, which started to advance prices 
and hold them over the end of the year, 
counted wpon the initiation before that time 
of the reflux of the stringency in all de- 
partments of the money market, which is a 
consequence, Confidence is unimpaired that, 
at a given stage with restcration of credits, 
there will be a sudden and heavy reflux 
into bank reserves and something like re- 
dundancy of supplies in the credit markets. 
The impression has taken hold of the spec- 
ulative element in the stock market, how- 
ever, that a miscalculation has been made 
of the period of arrival of these conditions, 
and. revised anticipations are disposed to put 
it forward beyond the turn of the year.

The iron Trade. 

Cleveland, Ohio, December 11.—The Iron 
Trade, Review tomorrow will say that general 
improvement in sentiment is noticeable in 
the iron world and substantial evidence of a 
return of better conditions is not entirély 
lacking. At the recent meeting of the Ameri- 
can Society of Mechanical Engineers in New 
York conversation with many manufacer 
turers developed the fact that there is a 
general eagerness to resume activity as soon 
as financial conditions permit. BDvery one 
seems to be awaiting the time when increased 
activity would be justified. 

A meeting of the blast furnace people, 
making foundry and malleable pig iron and 
using Lake Superior ores, except those lo- 
cated east of the Allegheny mountains, was 
held in Cleveland on Saturday last and a 
general discussion of business, present and 
prospective, took A committee was 
appointed to make a careful investigation of 
the situation and the report when completed 
is to be submitted to another meeting to be 
called for further consideration of the mat- 
ter. The meeting was entirely harmonious 
and it seemed to be the general impression of 
th furnace managers from all the diffrent 
districts that long dpression need be looked 
for and that in the early part of next year 
it is said considerable pig tron could be ex- 
pected. The productive capacity of the steel 
corporation is practically unchanged from 
that of a week ago. Fifty-seven furnaces are 
now idle, leaving between 40 and 80 per cent 
in operation. Just four years ago, when the 
industry was suffering from a similar de- 
pression, only 20 per cent of the corpora- 
tion’s capacity wes active.

Reports of Light Stocks in North- 
west and Advance in Corn Buoy- 
ed Wheat Market—Corn Open- 
ed Weak, but Closed With 
Advance of a Cent 
or More. 


Chicago, December 11.—The wheat market 
Was strengthened today by reports of light 
stocks of wheat in the northwest, and by 
an advance of more than lic in corn. At 
the close wheat, for May delivery, was up 
%@%c. Corn was up 1@l%c. Oats were 
%c higher, and provisions 17% to 87%c higher. 

The wheat market opened weak, because of 
lower cables and the decline in stocks. At 
the end of the first hour, however all the 
early loss had been regained, and during 
the remainder. of the day the market held 
firm, at a moderate advance. News con- 
cerning the stocks of wheat in the north- 
west was decidedly bullish. One dispatch 
declared that country elevators contained 
forty per cent less wheat than a year ago. 
This, with the strength of corn, caused active 
covering. by shorts and the market closed 
strong and near the high point. May opened 
a shade to %@t%4c lower, at 99% to 99%o, 
advanced to $1.00%c, and closed at $1.00%c. 

Clearances of wheat and flour were equal 
to 660,100 bushels, Primary receipts were 
1,025,000 bushels, compared with 708,000 
bushels the same day a year ago, 

Minneapolis, Duluth and Chicago reported 
receipts of 6638 cars, against 638 cars last 
week, and 415 cars one year ago. 

The corn market was weak at the opening, 
in sympathy with wheat, but later became 
strong on firm.cables, higher prices for live 
hogs, reports of much ‘‘soft’’ corn in the 
new crop, and the Iowa state report, which 
showed a loss of 32 per cent in that state, 
as compared with the crop of last year. The 
close was strong. May opened unchanged 
to %c lower, at 85 to 55%0, advanced to 
66%, and closed at 56%@\%c.

SS ln Receives 138 Austrians 
on the Eugenia 


ONLY THREE TURNED BACK 


This Was the First Inspection of 
Any Considerable Number of Im- 
migrants Ever Conducted at 
Savannah by the Fed- 
eral Authorities. 


Savannah, Ga., December 11.—(Spe- 
cial.)—The first inspection of any con- 
siderable number of foreign immigrants 
this port has ever seen took place this 
morning. One hundred and thirty-cight 
of the immigrants aboard the steamship 
Eugenia underwent this inspection. All 
but three passed it satisfactorily. These 
three, on account of disease, wil] go 
back to Austria, 

The incoming workmen were put 
aboard cars and left for their future 
homes. 

The inspection was conducted by Ed- 
gar T. Whatley, who is immigration 
inspector for this port. He was assist- 
ed by three special representatives of 
the department of commerce and labor, 
Messrs. Hopedike, Gregory and Vulcheff, 
who came here for that purpose. 
| Aboard the Eugenia were 725 Aus- 
trians, but the remaining number, after 
the 138 were landed here, sailed with 
the steamer for New Orleans, The ves- 
sel came here from ‘Trieste. 

The division of the Austrians, all of 
whom are to work on farms was made 
| as follows: Chatham county, 10; Brooks, 
| 35; Lowndes, 10; Dooly, 10; Decatur, 
| 10; Bibb, 10; Effingham, 10; Bulloch, 
|20, and Muscogee, 10. This distribu- 
; \10n Was made by Mr. Betjeman of the 
| Immigration Society, and was based 
upon the number of applications from 
employers in the several counties. Not 
all who wanted laborers could be sup- 
plied, but Mr. Betjeman adopted the 
most. equitable plan possible, 

All of the immigrants are men. They 
were not held for any ‘time in the city 
after the inspections were concluded, 
but were sent direct on the first out- 
going trains to their destinations.
